With the : .dition of the 
$697,821 which Mutuai drew for its 
basic four stations during the sec- 
ond half of 1935, the gross billings

Washington, Jan. 7. 
High salaries paid film industry 
executives, actors, and writers were 
disclosed Monday (6) when the long- 


awaited U. S. Treasury department 
report on incomes of individuals re- 
ceiving more than $15,000 a year 
went to Congress. Report may be 
the basis for legislation limiting the 
size of individual earnings. 

Dope about many prominent film 
industry personages, notably di- 
rectors and executives, was missing, 
but numerous stars whose income 
had been described as running into 
six figures had the truth told. 

One of the highest incomes on the 
list is that of Mae West, who drew 
$329,166 from Paramount during 
1934. Other individuals-in the six- 
figure bracket are Charles Chaplin, 
$143,000; Joseph M. Schenck, $104,- 
000; A. L. Lichtman, $161,089; 
W. C. Fields, $155,083. 

Mary Pickford was paid $52,750 
as president of Pickford Corp., re- 
port showed. Bing Crosby, Ltd., 
collected $104,499 for the crooner. 
Walt Disney was good for $78,000, 
Marlene Dietrich got $145,000. 

Cecil B. DeMille got $30,450

Reliable promised first prints of 
the game for Thursday night (2) at 
6 p.m., but one reel had to be re- 
dubbed and laboratory did not start 
shooting through prints until Fri- 
day. Fanchon & Marco nabbed the 
film for L. A.’s first run at the Para- 
mount and other houses operated 
by them. Picture hit the Par screen 
for second show on Friday (3). 

Texas will take at least 31 prints 
of the football picture, according to 
Reliable officials here. Distribution 
in that state is being handled by 
Tom Branon. A. H. McLaughlin is 
handling eastern deals for circuit 
houses, while Ben Judel!l has rights 
around Chicago. 

Picture drew distinction of being 
first film to be shipped across the 
Pacific on the Clipper plane. Print 
went out Saturday (4) for Honolulu, 
for bookings in houses of the 
Hawaiian islands. 


Refusal of Rose Bowl officials to 
permit newsreel companies to take 
pictures of Stanford-SMU football 
game New Year’s day probably will 
keep all newsreel companies out of 
Rose Bowl next year. Some news- 
reel executives this week indicated 
that they may even. eliminate 
photographing contests next fall 
leading up to the Rose Bowl annual 
classic. 

Home office executives here figure 
that the Rose Bowl authorities 
tossed aside something like $1,000,- 
000 in free advertising not only of 
the game but for the Rose Bowl 
parade just because $10,000 paid by 
one company for the exclusive 
rights. Picture officials figure that 
each newsreel company saved about 
$1,000 on specials that would have 
been necessary to supply the Cali- 
fornia market.

Benefit B.O.’s Considerably—Drive on 59 Picture

Repeal of 
York state which restrict attendance 
of kids under 16 at picture theatres 
unescorted would mean added mil- 
lions at the box office, in the opinion 


of distributors and exhibitors who 


are expected to lend every support) 


toward new regulations. 

Over the weekend, Mayor F. H. 
LaGuardia of New York announced 
he would press for passage at this 
legislative session of laws which 
would permit children to attend 
film theatres where suitable means 
for protection of youngsters would 
be provided. His idea is to have 
theatres set aside a portion of the 
house just for kids and have a 
matron in charge for their protec- 
tion. Plans of New York’s mayor 
to press for changes in the child 
laws followed issuance of sum- 
monses to 59 theatres in the Greater 
New York area on Saturday (4) 
for alleged violation of present laws. 

For many years children under 
16 have not been permitted to at- 
tend theatres when not accompa- 
nied by a parent or guardian. This 
law was forced onto the statute 
books largely by the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Chil- 
dren, whose agents are constantly 
watching theatres to see that kids 
are not improperly admitted. The 
SPCC attitude always was that kids 
are in danger in film houses when 
alone because they might be picked 
up or misled by cranks, kidnapers 
or others or befall other harm such 
as panic in case of fire. 

Mayor LaGuardia believes certain 
hours should be set aside for kids 
unescorted if a new bill can be put 
through and film booked for kids 
which would be suitable for their 
consumption. Theatres point out 
they couldn't throw in pictures only 
for kids on certain hours, although 
specia] Saturday morning matinees 
and other features for kids at ap- 
pointed times could be arranged. 

Expectation is that the theatre in- 
terests of the state will get square- 
ly behind Mayor LaGuardia and any 
others sponsoring modification of 
the present children’s laws as af- 
fects film. Plans so far are more or 
less preliminary. 


PIX SEES DUFFY BILL'S 
ENACTMENT AS LIKELY

ANOTHER YEAR 
FOR 10% U.S. TAX 





Washington, Jan. 7. 


No relief from the 10% admis- 
sions tax is in sight for another 
year, under President Roosevelt's 


financing plans for fiscal year 1936- 
37 as revealed to Congress Monday 
(6). 

Declaring that new taxes are un- 
necessary, unless Congress imposes 
expenditures exceeding those rec- 
ommended by the Budget Bureau, 
the Treasury Department expects to 
collect unprecedented sum of $19,- 
500,000 from box office in year 
starting July 1. Simultaneously, 
Chief Executive boosted estimated 
income from amusement levy for 
current year, figuring Government 
will pocket $17,000,000 between July 
1, 1935 and June 30, 1936, instead 
of original estimate of $16,500,000. 
Actual receipts for fiscal year 1935 
were $379,397 over Treasury pre- 
dictions, reaching $15,379,397.

5 Amus. Issues Hit New Tops in 
Traditional New Year Market Rise

Bulk of market joined the advance 
of food, packing and. other issues 
benefitting by AAA ruling in yes- 
terday’s (Tues.) stock market as 
transactions held to a 3,000,000 pace. 
Amusements joined in advance. 
Technicolor jumped 2 points to 20; 
Columbia Pix pfd. climbed 1 point 
to 49; Radio B shot up 2% points 
to 87%; Eastman Kodak hit 160%, 
gain of 1%; General Electric ad- 
vanced 17% to 39%; Paramount Ist 
pfd. hit 81%, an advance of 1 point 
and Westinghouse climbed into 
century class, first time in several 
years, by getting to 100%. Last- 
named issue was up 3% at close, 


99%, 
Lesser gains were scored by 
Paramount common and_ second 


preferred, Radio common (which 
closed at 13), Warner Bros. com- 
mon, and both 20th-Fox issues. 
Bonds were steady, sole exception 
being RKO 6s, which fell back 2% 
points, 

Following precedent established 
fn a majority of last 25 years, stock 
prices pushed forward in first week 
of 1936. After a sloppy close on 
final days of 1935, the market re- 
versed its recent downward trend 
and rallied sharply. 

Amusements followed general 
trend, with Amusement Group 
nearly touching previous peak for 
more than two years at 42%, as 
measured by averases for 12 repre- 
sentative issues. Despite some early 
weakness and tendency to sell near 
close Monday (6), averages for the 
group wound up at 41%. This rep- 
resented a gain of 0.718 of a point. 

This advance was comparatively 
as favorable as the advance by in- 
dustrials. Dow - Jones industrial 
averages closed at 143.11, an ad- 
vance of about 3 points on the week. 

Losses were an exception in the 
amusement list at the blow-off. In 
act, the upswing Friday (3) swept 
three amusement stocks and two 
bonds to new 1935-36 highs. Amer- 
ican Seating shot forward about 4 
points in Friday's trading to hang 
up a new top at 24%. At close, 
it was up 2% points on~ week. 
Warner Bros. common edged up to 
new peak ct 10%, but slipped to 10 
on Monday, for 50c. gain on week. 
Preferred issue pushed up to 52%. 
but later profit-taking left it un-

Bus Berkeley Pays 
$95,000 Over Crash; 
2d Trial Feb. 24 


Los Angeles, Jan. 7. 


Busby Berkeley paid $95,000 to 
settle seven damage suits against 
him, outcome of traffic crash in 
Santa Monica in which three per- 
sons were killed. Agreement was 
reached out of court. He had been 
sued for $250,000 in aggregate. 

Jury had been sworn to hear the 
suits, and first witnesses were called 
in court when attorneys reached the 
settlement, Berkeley’s attorneys said 
he did not wish to contest the suit 
for he wanted to do what he could 
to aid the bereaved and injured per- 
sons, although he did not feel re- 
sponsible for the accident, which in- 
volved his car and two others last 
Sept. 8. It was said that an insur- 
ance company would cover part of 
the settlement and that Warners, 
Berkeley’s present employer, would 
advance the remainder. 

Berkeley was tried on a charge of 
second degree murder as result of 
the crash. The jury disagreed, and 
a second trial on the same charge 
is skedded for Feb. 24.

While the Loew, RKO, Skouras and Randforce circuits in Greater 
New York signed contracts for this year with Local 306, New York 
Operators, the de luxe houses are planning to go along for the rest of 
| the year on the same basis as before. The de luxers and Local 306 are 
| both satisfied with this situation and neither is asking for signed con- 
tracts. Next September, the de luxe houses such as the Music Hall, 
Paramount, Roxy, Rivoli, etc., will talk a new deal-directly with 3806 
instead of through the so-called managers‘ committee which, ‘t was 
claimed, didn’t push for as good deals as it might have. 

Local 306 has not as yet worked out a scale for independent operators 
but expects to get around to this shortly. In addition to preferring to 
wait until Joseph D, Basson, reelected president, and cther cfficers, are 
inducted into office today (8), it has been hoped that the proposed 
merger with Empire and Allied could be consummated before an indie 
scale is effected. 

Following the merger, one scale to apply for all independents, whether 
they have been employing 306 or the rival (Empire-Allied) ops, could 
be set if agreeable to all sides. Under the merger, it is understood, 
however, that houses now employing Allied and Empire members will 
retain them in their posts after they become 306 operators. 











Recent reports from St. Louis have credited Fanchon & Marco with 
starting a new price scrap. But when Harry Arthur was there four 
weeks ago he called on Fred Wherenberg, president of the MPTOA in 
eastern Missouri and southern Illinois, to assist him in getting the nabes 
to hold their matinee prices to 6 p. m, as per an agreement earlier in the 
season. Most of the nabe houses were extending the matinee tariff to 
7:30 p. m., which practice F&M abandoned when it bought the new 
product and signed to hold matinees to whatever hour the nabes would,

It was 
indicated this suggestion would be 
followed.

‘Magnificent Obsession,’ with its 
metaphysical theme of godliness 
and faith likewise seems to enter 
the exhibition arena at a psycholog- 
ically appropriate period. Whether 
construed in relation to present- 
day world turmoil, or to a very 


limited sphere within the average 
auditor’s immediate contacts, the 
spiritual background of ‘Magnifi- 


cent’ is magnificent. 

Stahl and his three-ply scripting 
battery of George O’Neil, Sarah Y. 
Mason and Victor Heerman, have 
captured the spiritual background 
of the ‘infinite power’ and projected 
it with considerable suasion and 


intelligence, never’ sacrificing or 
ever eclivsing the basic romance 
elements. ; 


The fine restraint throughout, the 
excellent histrionics of almost every 
character, the projection of the pup- 
pets and the general aura, as a re- 
sult, do much to sustain what are 
sometimes too obvious moments. 


The basic marquee elements in 
motion pictures being what they 
are, it’s patent that Irene Dunne 
and Robert Taylor, co-starred, must 
clinch for the finale, even though 
it was a drunken mishap by the 
wastrel (Taylor) which had some- 
thing to do with the death of the 
venerable Dr. Hudson. Miss Dunne 
is the widow of Dr, Hudson, and 
Taylor’s ultimate reformation is 
achieved because -f the romantic 
attachment for her. That he be- 
comes a Nobel prize-winner and a 
surgical marvel in six or seven 
years, finally achieving the restora- 
tion of her sight (.fter a high- 
powered battery of medical savants 
had previously failed to accomplish 
anything) is rather deftly skirted, 
for all the theatricalism of the basic 
elements. 

In Paris, during this powwow of 
surgical marvels who held forth 
little hope for her sight, one of 
the high spots of the romantic se- 
quences occurs when Taylor ‘shows’ 
Miss Dunne the sights of the gay 
French capital, through his eyes. 
The scene atop the Montmartre hill 
underneath the Sacre Coeur is a 
punchy sequence that exerecises the 
femmes’ kerchiefs. 

The time lapse of six years dur- 
ing which Taylor is pursuing his 
medical studies as a brain special- 
ist, and the final discovery of the 
long-ill woman in a Virginia re- 
treat, culminating in a miracle op- 
eration, is the final heart-tug in a 
punchy sequence, 

It's towards the final hour of this 
110 minutes’ footage that recogeni- 
tion of the cutting-room difficulties 
facing the U artificers come signifi- 
cantly to the fore. Difficulties in 
pruning, for footage acceleration in 
the forepart, are evident. Any un- 
toward speeding-up might have de- 
feated the general romantic struc- 
ture and the natural motivation to 
faithfully plant all the detail.

By and farge just another ex- 
ample of the Russian idea of an 
evening’s entertainment. Probably 
over there, where it was titled 
‘Aerograd,’ it is regarded as an im- 
portant political message, chiet!yv 
directed to Japan, but with other 
nations listening in if they desire, 
Over here it is somewhat crude 
drama but ending in 10 or 12 min- 
utes of the most remarkable series 
of airplane shots probably ever of- 
fered in film. Some hint in recent 
newsreel shots of mass parachut- 
ing, but that was just a taste. 

Hollywood in its most lunatie 
moments never dared dream of an 
air picture of this magnitude, and 
it has been photographed with rare 





effectiveness by Edouard Tisse, the 
cameraman who created the lens 
effects in ‘Potemkin’ and ‘10 Days 


That Shook the World.’ If the idea 
of the drama were less fantastic 
and about 20 minutes of repetitious 
action could be cut out, this might 
stand a chance in general release, 
but American audiences in general 
will not sit quietiy for about an 
hour waiting for the show to start, 
and there is nothing to interest the 
out#ider up to then. English sub- 
titles are no great help. 


Made in Eastern Siberia, the plot 
concerns the efforts of Soviets to 
establish the city of Aerograd on 
the shore of the Japan sea, for 
what reason it is easy to conjecture. 
Japanese (never directly mentioned 
as such) cooperate with the Kulaks 
and the Old Believers, or steadfast 
Greek Orthodox, to defeat this end. 
They are led by Vasil, who lies to 
his old comrade who is seeking an 
escaping Jap. The comrade, Stepan, 
is a forest ranger whose son is in 
the air service. Van Lin, a Chinese, 
tips off Stepan as to what is up. 
He gathers his forces and makes 
attack, shooting down Vasil for the 
trattor he is, torn between old 
friendship and loyalty to the Work- 
ers. The son and some of his air 
forces come to their relief and the 
battle is virtually over. 


Then comes the air stuff. Full 
screen titles seek to whip up the 
interest by telling from which prov- 
inces each batch of planes come, 
and the air is filled with ships, 
single motors, multi-motors, side 
view and full on. The air is s0 
filled with parachutes that it {s im- 
possible to estimate the number, but 
more than 200 must be within the 
camera field at the same moment, 
and by skillful cutting it seems 
there must be thousands. The vari- 
ous fleets are all the same planes, 
but even at that there must be seen 
every plane in the air that Russia 
owns, could beg or borrow. It is 
breath-taking. 

There is an anti-climax (to the 
disinterested) in the march to the 
selected site, with choral singing, 
long lines of men and finally Stepan 
exulting in the triumph in which 
his son has a part. It is all defi- 
nite notice to Nippon that Russia 
can camp on her front doorstep 
overnight, but it is a splendid spec- 
tacle. 

The drama suffers from the usual 
Russian faults and shines with the 
usual Russian merits. Their direc- 
tors seem unable to evaluate scenes, 
with interminable stretches between 
vital moments, filled with going and 
coming. When Stepan comes upon 
the littie Jap party he shoots down 
the Russian traitors and then ap- 
parently chases one of the ‘not Rus- 
sians,’ as the sub-title suavely puts 
it, halfway across Siberia before he 
runs him down.

The combination show and danc- 
ing idea on an all-day grind and at 
bargain prices is the attempted new 
policy being tried at the Mosque by 
John L. McCurdy, vet theatre oper- 
ator and film man, and Henry 
(NVA) Chesterfield, plus the Pru- 
dential Life Insurance Ca, 

Mosque is the former Shrine 
temple of Newark. As a commer- 
cial theatre proposition it has been 
operated by the Fabians and later 
Warner Bros., and not successfully 
by either. Warners let it go when 
its lease expired and the Nobles 
tossed it back to Prudential, which 
had the mortgage. It had been dark 
a couple of years until McCurdy 
and Chesterfield came along and 
interested the Prudential people into 
going into the show business. In 
any event it’s bound to show the 
Prudential people whether or not 
they should stick to the life insur- 
ance business, 

If plenty of ballyhoo for a novel 
idea, with a good stage show and 
fine dance music, can overcome a 
picture weakness in what has been 
known as a strictly picture-minded 
town, then the Mosque with its new 
policy is going to get over. There's 
nobody around, here or anywhere 
else apparently, who doesn’t think 
a bad picture is better than no 
picture at all. So the Mosque is 
playing pictures along with every- 
thing else, on the theory that it 
must, and despite all the other sell- 
ing points. And the pictures it’s 
playing are only the pictures it can 
get. Which isn’t much in the way 
of pictures. 

As in similar highly competitive 
spots, try and get pictures for an 
indie—out of pity or otherwise. 
Newark is highly competitive. War- 
ners, Loew, Paramount and RKO all 
are represented downtown, and WB 
has five houses in the business and 
theatre section. Everybody and his 
uncle seems to be double-featuring, 
so there’s not enough product to go 
around even for the circuits them- 
selves. Only one house (Para- 
mount) had been playing stage 
‘shows until the Mosque stepped in. 
If this indie threat, and it really is 
a threat, forces some self-defense 
stage shows into another theatre or 
two, that would mean just so much 
less film consumption and perhaps 
an extra film now and then to go 
around. That’s about the only hope 
for the Mosque in a screen way, and 
in the meanwhile it will have to 
bank on what it’s got, which may be 
enough at that, with or without 
good pictures. 

On the show caught, second of the 
new policy, are seven acts headed 
by El Brendel. ‘Mimi’ (FD), with 
Fairbanks, Jr., and Gertrude Law- 
rence, on the screen. Backing the 
stage stage are a 17-piece stage 
band and an m.c.. In the ballroom 
are Nick Lucas with his new 
orchestra and a local dance band as 
the alternate. 

Building contains two ballrooms 
and a rathskeller besides the the- 
atre. The name and local bands 
play the main ballroom together 
from Monday to Friday. On Satur- 
day and Sunday the name band 
stays in the main dancery. while the 
local aggregation takes over the 
No. 2 ballroom. Each b.r. has a 
sandwich and soft drink bar and the 
customers’ lingering is encouraged 
by the management. There’s 80 
much space the place can stand 
crowds without crowding.

Dancing commences at 7 p.m. and 
lasts till 1 a.m. during the week. 
On Saturdays-Sundays they can 
start hoofing early in the afternoon 
ane up te the same closing hour. 
Because the whole layout operates 
under a theatre license the Mosque's 
ballrooms are the only ones in the 
state of New Jersey in which 
dancing is permitted on Sundays. 

Ndme bands for the ballroom 
booked to follow Lucas are Tom 
Dorsey, Harry Reser and Roger 
Wolfe Kahn, in that order. Irving 
Aaronson and his Commanders in- 
ducted the name band policy. 

High pressure exploitation by 
Harry Reiners got the venture off 
to a fast start. Within the drawing 
radius for any Newark theater 
there’ are about 1,000,000, with Jer- 
sey City and other towns near at 
hand, and Reiners is playing the 
field. He’s especially concentrating 
on radio, with the Mosque now ob- 
taining what is perhaps a record 
amount of air space weekly for any 
theater to date. House goes on a 
CBS network from WABC, New 
York, twice weekly, with its name 
band broadcasting (required in the 
booking agreement) from 11 to 11:30 
Friday nights and the pit band go- 
ing over the same network Saturday 
evenings from 5 to 5:30 p.m.

Fast and finely gaited proceed- 
ings at Radio City Music Hall for 
the 10 days coincident with the ex- 
hibition of ‘Magnificent Obsession’ 
(U). Main screen feature’s 110 min- 
utes’ running time has curtailed the 
stage portion, limited the newsreel 
and totally elided the usual produc- 
tion overture, with result that the 
rostrum hors d’ouvres are highly 
palatable. 

Per usual, it’s a Leon Leonidoff 
production, up to usually high 
standard on decor, terpischore and 
encore, Captioned ‘Lucky Vein,’ it’s 
in three parts—‘Strikes Silver,’

in sequence, 

Entr’acte ‘silver’ interlude is on a 
magnificent disk platform, inclined, 
against a silver-dollar background, 
beautifully lighted, costumed and 
presented. Hilda Eckler is the terp 
soloist with a ‘dirty’ blues arrange- 
ment of ‘Temptation, ’which alter- 
nates in its scoring against a wail- 
ing wah-wah battery of trumpets, 
and at other moments augmented 
with a bolere orchestration. The 
formations are a bit hotcha for the 
Hall, but a brisk and spicy starter- 
offer. 

‘Sriking Copper,’ the No. 2 inter- 
tude, is only an olio specialty by the 
Three Wiere Bros., with their con- 
certed legmania. Sometimes the 
unison of their hoofing formations 
is captivating; in some spots it 
misses, But like all sight acts, the 
size of the Hall acts in its general 
favor. 

‘Striking Gold,’ finale scene, 1s 
themed by ‘At the Golden Calf,’ an 


engaging (special) song by Kay 
Swift-Al Silverman. The Golden 
Calf is a class bar setting, rising 


from the pit and revolving in a 
number of interesting formations.

GAYETY, BUFFALO 


Buffalo, January 3. 

Dewey Michaels and Nate Boas- 
berg, having fattened their bank- 
rolls for several prosperous seasons 
as burlesque and picture impre- 
sarios at the Palace, have looked 
around for new fields to conquer, 
They have taken over the Gayety, 
former Columbia burlesque, and re- 
opened it Christmas Day with a 
policy of six acts and a picture, 
Business since opening has been en- 
couraging anjl the boys hope to 
build the house, despite the fact 
that it bears the stamp of burlesque, 
into a vaudeville spot. 

George Godfrey, who is booking 
the show, was on hand for the open- 
ing and the air was thick with 
speeches to the ‘folks’ pleading for 
patronage and basing the appeal on 
a plea for re-employment of actors, 
rather than on the merit of the of- 
ferings. 

Opening show probably presented 
as fair a picture of the present day 
vaudeville as is obtainable. It can’t 
stand too much criticism. With the 
house seating only a little over 1,000 
at a 25c and 35c top, it does not 
appear that any considerable money 
is going to be available for attrac- 
tions, even though the schedule calis 
for four shows daily and five on 
Saturday. This is the first vaude- 
ville as such, which the town has 
seen since Shea cut the acts off the 
Hipp program at least five years 
ago. 

What time has done to the type 
and style of vaudeville acts even in 
those few years is sad to contem- 
plate. What the absence of shows 
has done for the public,is also sad, 
One of the main things that has 
happened as fxr as audiences is 
concerned is that there does not ap- 
pear any longer to be any family 
trade, upon which in the old days 
vaudeville was so largely dependent. 
Inspection of the type of fan present 
at the Gayety shows would indicate 
that the draw is composed mostly of 
rooming house trade, with little of 
the family style or response in evi- 
dence. No doubt much of this is 
due to the entertainment itself, be- 
cause a great deal of it gets down 
to the level of night club and saloon 
back-room comedy which may be 
alright over the drinks but certainly 
does not go where the show has to 
stand up on its own merits. 

It is especially significant that 
the management was called upon te 
sit down hard on the acts to keep 
the antics as well as the conversa- 
tion within the family range. After 
running several days it was still 
liberally sprinkled with profanity 
and it was still necessary for the 
house to check each show. 

Opening show had the Jack Ran- 
dall Dancers in the number one spot, 
the act working well but lacking 
dressing and production. Turn looks 
as though it might be okay for floor 
show purposes but not sufficiently 
ornate for here. 

Deuce spot went to Amoros and 
Janet, slapstick with the woman 
taking al) bows, although the skill 
and the comedy come exclusively 
from the male member. Ward, 
Pinkey and Terry in a comedy 
knockabout worked snappily. The 
two boys could get by almost any- 
where, particularly with their slow 
motion stuff, but this act also suf- 
fered from lack of proper costuming. 

Godin Siamese twins with their 
brides headline the bill. The act is 
the old familiar routine and was 
well liked. The boys added their 
patriotic bit for the reemployment 
of vaudeville actors. Distinctly a 
novelty turn, but with Ripley's Be- 
lieve It or Nots following as head- 
liners currently it looks as though 
this is the type of show the house is 
going for. 

Charles Stuart and Al Samuels 
were in for the two-man act on the 
bill with both m.c.’ing throughout 
the show. Some day some one will 
conceive the idea of running off a 
vaudeville performance without an 
m.c., which will be sufficient of a 
novelty in itself to take vaudeville 
out of the class of the night clubs. 
Also, some day some performer will 
conceive the idea of trying to make 
good on the strength of hard work 
and good material minus the wise- 
cracks and insults to the customers 
which are now generally accepted as 
stock vaudeville material. Not that 
Stuart and Samuels are any worse 
offenders in this respect than most 
similar acts. 

Dagmar the Great closes the bill 
with a magic performance which 
stands out over the rest of the bill 
and drew especial! acclaim from the 
crowd. Dagmar works fast and can 
hold his own in any spot, although 
some brushing up, both for literacy 
and pronounciation, of the patter 
would be in order, not to mention 
that almost any substitution for the

The management intends to con- 
tinue making a play for family 
trade and has expressed its inten- 
tion of ‘operating’ on the acts to 
keep the palaver suitable.

Therefore, 
it is an episodic and vaude style of 
a show with the Foster girls’ rou- 
tines breaking it up. 

Among the acts is an amateur 
accordionist, John Skolniki, winner 
of a Fred Allen air program contest.

Bought a 6x iv 
press and about i4 cases of type 


and a lot of other stuff and made it 
pay for itself in printing bills saved 
within six months after it was re- 
ceived. Since then it has made me 
hundreds of dollars. I have a girl 
to run it, and we not only print a 
program, print cr date heralds, but 
get out all sorts of novelties, office 
forms, ete. 

‘l am enclosing a few samples of 
our work. The Christmas cut is a 
linoleum cut that we made our- 
selves. The rest of the enclosed 
stuff is just junk to show you the 
variety of work we turn out. We 
have even been offered outside jobs, 
but the printers and newspaper men 
here are friends of mine and so I 
have positively refused to do any- 
thing except my own printing, and 
they are still my friends, even going 
so far as to loan me anything they 
have, order supplies for me and 
allow me to use their machines for 
cutting my stock, ete.’ 


He sends a full package of 
samples, including some Rotary club 
publications. He writes copy for 


one side of the four-pager, which is 
reproduced by mimeograph, and 
then prints the other side with pro- 
motional matters. He also includes 
posteard programs, a very sightly 


weekly four-page program for the 
theatre, duplicate cards for his 


-onus Nights, office forms and her- 
ald imprints. 

Mr. Larmour is_ fortunate in 
having the friendship of the local 
printer, but the printer knows that 


the press is not costing him any 
orders, since before the press Mr. 
Larmour was one of the leading 


exponents of the use of the hekto- 
graph. He even ventures on two- 
color jobs, which is not as easy as 
it sounds. Incidentally, his ress 
assistant is a good proof 
which is important. 


Two-Piece Pram 


Manager of a subsequent run has 
an idea for a two-week exploit on 
‘The Perfect Gentleman.’ He saw 
the picture in town and realized that 
Frank Morgan was almost a double 
for a local character. It will take 
very little make-up to turn the lat- 
ter into Morgan’s Major Chaiteris. 

Idea is to turn the localite into a 
duplicate of Morgan and keep him 
around town for a week with merely 
a back sign reading ‘Don’t ask me 
who Lam. I don’t know myself.’ 

After this runs a week he'll keep 
right on, but now with front and 
back signs for ‘Gentleman.’ He's 
paying the man $3 a day and figures 
the initial $18 investment will have 
every gne primed to look for the 
sign Fes it does appear. 

Idea is good for other pictures, 
particularly where it is desired to 
gain interest for a particular char- 
acter. There is always a build-up 
value, and it’s merely the question 
of whether the additional expense 
will yield a commensurate return. 
This exhib thinks it will. Probably 
he’s right. Might not be so good 
for a low-budget house.

Store Hook-Ins 

Frequently some theatre will per- 
mit an exhibit in its mezzanine or 
in the lobby, if the latter is large 
enough. These displays are gen- 
erally canned goods or household 
articles, The idea gets over nicely. 
A few theatres go further. One 
with some niches built into the rear 
of the auditorium uses the spaces 
to show merchandise. Two of the 
largest stores each get space once 
a month to display the latest mod- 
els in frocks and lingerie. Now and 





then the niches are built up for 
scenes from coming pictures, but 


the house figures that there is just 


as much ticket sales value to the 
dress displays, since most women 
are interested in pretty things

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167 Stations Sign With Warners 


Warner Bros, had at press time yesterday (Tuesday) received signa- 
tured contracts from 167 stations, while 84 others had signified their 
intention of obtaining licenses from this source. Among the WB licensees 
are such clear channel stations as WLW, Cincinnati; WTIC, Hartford; 
WHO, DesMoies; WFAA, Dallas; WGN, Chicago; WSM, Nashville; WLS, 
Chicago; KNX, Los Angeles; KSL, Salt Lake City, and KFAB, Lincoln. 

Other major stations that have taken contracts from Warner are 
WEEI, Boston; WCKY? Cincinnati; WAIU, Columbus; KMBC, Kansas 
City; WHK, Cleveland; WOW, Omaha; WKY, Oklahoma City; WTMJ, 
Milwaukee; WMC, Memphis; WWJ, Detroit; WXYZ-WOOD, Detroit- 
Grand Rapids, Omaha; KWK, St. Louis. Other regional that has come 
in the Warner fold is the Yankee Network, while the Scrippse-Howard 
group has covered itself through agreements for WNOX, Knoxville, and 
WCPO, Cincinnati. 

Under the licenses which WB is issuing stations are required to pay a 
month in advance and make weekly reports of the music used. Outlets 
operating at half time and also those charging less than $25 a quarter 
hour are charged half the standard monthly rate, which is four times 
the highest quarter-hour listed by the nation in Standard Rate and Data. 
Licenses taken out by local stations apply only to Warner music which 
is broadcast on local, regional or national spot programs and that for 
national network purposes an entirely different license is required. It is 
Warner's intention to make contracts for the latter directly with NBC 
and Columbia and predicate the rate of payment on the rate actually 
charged for the stations in a hookup. 

What action the American Society of Composers, Authors and Pub- 
lishers will take against the stations which have,failed to obtain a license 
from that source is to be determined at a special meeting of the ASCAP 
board of directors tomorrow (Thursday). Few stations have secured 
new ASCAP five-year agreements since the Society at the behest of 
NBC and CBS agreed to let all present licensees to go on using its music 
with the understanding that this permission could be revoked on two 
days’ notice. View taken by a major segment of the indie broadcasters 
is that they will not tie up with the Society unless both the old sustain- 
ing fees and the 5% tax on commercials is substantially reduced to ac- 
count for the lifference they must pay to Warner Bros. Non-network 
stations aver that they are prepared to confine themselves to Warner 
music, while the indie stations with web affiliations and which have 
Warner contracts take the position that it is up to the networks to fight 
their battle with ASCAP, since the national links have everything to 
lose if their associated outlets are shut off from the use of ASCAP music. 


Explains to 4 A’s 


Herman Starr, Warner v.p. in charge of the performing rights matter, 
went over the heads of the networks last week in explaining the position 
of his company to advertisers and ad agencies. Among the meetings he 
held in that direction was one with John Benson and Frederic Gamble, 
prez and executive secretary, respectively, of the American Association 
of Advertising Agencies. 

NBC and Columbia made demands on Starr Monday (6) that he assist 
them in trying to avoid infringement on Warner copyrights by supply- 
ing them with a complete list of the WB copyrights. 

James W. Baldwin, executive secretary of the National Association of 
Broadcasters, who was empowered to act for indie members in making 
performing rights contracts, turned over to Starr Dec, 30 a list of 225 
stations which had agreed to take a Warner license. 








Up to yesterday

Music Publishers’ Protective 
Association Huddles_ to 
Ponder Warner Tactical 
Move — Mechanical Fees 
Unpopular with Adver- 
tising Agencies and 
Smaller Stations

Rated as the most important move 
that has developed to date from the 
performing rights tangle is the waiv- 
ing of the electrical transcription 
fees in cvery form by Warner Bros. 
It is now unnecessary for a tran- 
scription manufacturer to pay a 
master fee or an advertiser to pay 
a commercial tax on Warner copy- 
rights, as long as the records are 
played on stations holding WB per- 
forming licenses. Waiver also ap- 
plies to library service discs which 
are used for commercial purposes. 

Serious import of this WB ges- 
ture to the rest of the music indus- 
try was reflected in a hurried meet- 
ing which was held at the Music 
Publishers Protective Association 
last Friday (3). John G. Paine, 
MPPA chairfhan, who serves as 
trustee for the industry in general

Crosley Wires Atty-Geni: 
Move May Revive Govt. Suit 


Wire which Powel Crosley, Jr. 
prez of WLW, Cincinnati, sent U. & 
Attorney General Homer 8S. Cume 
mings New Year's Eve has both the 
networks and the music industry’s 
lawyers worried. Counsel connected 
with the government's anti-trust 
suit against the American Society 
of Composers, Authors and Publishe 
ers and the Music Publishers Pro< 
tective Association openly exe 
pressed themselves last week as ine 
clined to the belief that Crosley’s 


appeal would result in a revival of 
the litigation, 

Until the advent of the Crosley 
telegram the legalities in music's 
camp were prepared to regard the 
case as a dead issue and transfer 
the papers to the inactive file. The 
indie broadcasters, these lawyers 
now say, have injected a new twist 
to the controversy by asking the 
government to find out whether 
ASCAP made discriminate deals 
with the networks and certain types 
of stations, the latter obviously ree- 
ferring to those operated by newse- 
papers. Music’s lawyers had exe 
pected, after the government had 
notified them that the case would 
be postponed without date, that the 
matter would slip into a state of 
quiescence and stay there until a 
year or two hence, when the de- 
fendants would move for a dismise 
sal of the complaint. 

Crosley, these defense lawyers be- 
lieve, has through his telegram 
projected for government considerae 
tion an angle that might, if strong 
enough pressure emanates from 
members of Congress, bring the 
Federal Trade Commission into the 
situation. This angle is government 
regulation of the sale of performing 
rights. In his wire Crosley averred 
that some form of federal regula- 
tion is necessary that the rights of 
the general public and independent 
broadcasters may be properly pro« 
tected. 

Crosley’s Telegram 

Crosley’s telegram to Attorney 
General Cummings follows: 


‘VARIETY in its Dec. 25 issue ine 
dicates likelihood that the gov- 


ernment will abandon’ current 
anti-trust suit against the Amer- 
ican Society of Composers, 


Authors and Publishers as indl- 
cated by dropping of the case from 
the calendar in the New York 
Federal Court due to the inability 
of the government's attorneys to 
obtain mutually acceptable stipu- 
lations from the Society. 

‘Late developments including 
Warner Bros’ withdrawal from the 
Society seem to indicate the ne- 
cessity of even greater diligence 
upon the part of the government 
in this action in order that inde- 
pendent broadcasting stations shall 
not have already exorbitant fees 
doubled up on them. The whole 
setup of levying fees is inequit- 
able, grossly unfair, and definitely 
requires some form of government 
regulation in order that the rights 


of the general public and inde- 
pendent broadcasters may be 
properly safeguarded and pro- 


tected. The principle of charging 
royalty fees whether copyright 
material is used or not is particu- 
larly inequitable.

Washington, Jan. 7. 
Resumption of hearings on Amer- 
ican Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany’s application to install an ex- 


perimental coaxial cable between 


New York and Philadelphia led off, 
Monday (6) with an attempt to 
straight-arm the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission into abandon- 


ing its efforts to establish just how 
deeply television may be involved in 
the phone company’s plans. 

Attorneys for A. T. & T., West- 
ern Union and Postal Telegraph 
moved immediately to exclude all 
testimony regarding the ultimate 
commercial use of the cable, al- 
though Monday’s hearing had been 
called for the express purpose of 
diséussing ‘commercial aspects’ of 
the proposed cable. 

Evidence that the Commish was 
in fighting mood was seen when, 
after a long recess, the full mem- 
bership of seven Commissioners re- 
turned to the hearing room with the 
announcement that the motion was 
overruled. 

Starting with a memorandum 
from the files of the A. T. & T., 
which proved quite embarrassing 
for Tel & Tel witnesses during the 
hearing, Commish counsel dinged 
away at the motives underlying the 
phone company’s expressed desire 
to use the cable primarily for ex- 
perimental work in the field of tele- 
phony. Commish claims that tele- 
vision is main purpose of the phone 
group’s interest in the cable. 

Harry S. Feland, employee of the 
long lines engineering department 
of A. T. & T., authored the memo, 
following a conference held on 


April 2, 1935, at the company’s 
headquarters. Slugged ‘Subject: 
Television. Coaxial cable trial,’

Declaring that majority of indus- 
try members never have used radio 
facilitities to publicize their prod- 
ucts, Dr. James M. Doran, former 
prohibition czar and Institute head, 
said the action was ‘another step in 
the direction of self-imposed regu- 
lation which is regarded in the pub- 
lic interest,’ 

New policy is binding on makers 
of approximatley 90 to 95% of the 
domestic output of hard liquor, but 
has no effect on rectifiers, distrib- 
utors, wholesalers or dealers. Like- 
wise brewers, who have their own 
trade associations, are not affected 
by the distillers’ decision. 

Less than a half dozen distillers 
ever made use of radio as an adver- 
tising medium, according to the 
trade group, while only two of na- 
tional prominence—Seagram’s and 
Schenley’s—have sponsored pro- 
grams on a major scale. Seagram 
outfit turned to broadcasting last 
fall, sponsoring a sports review dur- 
ing the football season, and Schen- 
ley has been sponsoring an amateur 
hour over WHN, New York, which 
is fed to two others. A smattering 
of small firms, especially in Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio, and California, have 
employed radio in a limited way.

Interference of High-Powered Mexican 
Transmitter Cramps CRCT, Toronto 





Toronto, Jan. 7. 

Resentment against Mexican radig 
is rapidly growing in Canada owing 
to interference (particularly notice. 
able in that area served by CRCT 
Toronto). Representations are now 
being made to the Dominion officials 
to seek some solution to the prob- 
lem. Situation is intensified by the 
fact that there is no Canadian min- 
ister to Mexico who could present 
Canada’s case directly and that pro- 
tests are now being handled by the 
circuitous route of British diplo- 
matic channels. Refusal thus far of 
the Mexican government to co-oper- 
ate with the other nations of the 
North American continent in the 
distribution of wave-lengths is an- 
other point in the controversy. 

At present, Mexican interference 
is practically destroying the useful- 
ness of CRCT, Toronto, after dark, 
The solution submitted to Ottawa 
is the establishment of a high-power 
station which will drown the Mexi- 
can interference in Canada. While 
the Mexican: stations desire to ob- 
tain the largest effective coverage 
in the United States, the ‘field to- 
ward which their ether advertising 
is directed, their appropriation of 
Canadian wave-lengths is taken as 
not to be the deliberate invasion of 
Canadian broadcasting but rather 
the attempt of the Mexican stations 
to avoid the situation whereby they 
might mess up American broadcasts. 
The plan now is to step up the 
power of CRCT, Toronto, which 
would not only damage the recep- 
tion of Mexican broadcasting all 
ver the northern area of the United 
States but which might induce Mex- 
ico to come into the North America 
radio agreement.

Washington, Jan. 7. 

Federal Housing Administration, 
Which received hundreds of hours of 
broadcasting time during the 
past year, contemplated more exten- 
sive use of radio during the coming 
connection with a_ wide- 
spread campaign to encourage new 
construction, 

Unable to purchase radio time 
under existing statutes, F. H. A. is 
preparing novel programs, both disc 
and script, for free distribution 
among stations throughout the 
country and is seeking tie-ups with 
national advertisers for joint pres- 
entation of both entertainment and 


educational programs. Advertisers 
will foot the bill with the govern- 
ment agency furnishing ideas and 


transcriptions. 

Details of the new air campaign 
have not been finally worked out, 
but one of the new moves is to 
switch time on two sustainers on 
National Broadcasting Co. (red and 
blue) in the hope of reaching new 
audiences. Government’s ‘Home 
town’ program, now aired on the 
Blue chain Thursdays, will be car- 
ried Saturday while the ‘Master 
Suilder’ feature, on the red net- 
work, will be aired Thursday instead 
of Saturday. 

New series of transcriptions, as 
well as new script serials, will be 
worked up during the current 
year as part of the campaign. Gov- 
ernment contemplates continued co- 
operation with broadcasters and 
with commercial sponsors. During 
the past year, discs-have been made 


by the Army, Navy, and Marine 
bands, with five-minute talks or 
dramatizations and brief commer- 


cial announcements included,

Rocsevelt’s Showmanship Catches Opposition Un- 
prepared—Paley for CBS Denies ‘Mathematical 
Balanced’ Time Allotment Is a Responsibilty of

Washington, Jan. 7, 

After the first flare-up died down 
the principal reaction, even ip 
G. O. P. ranks, to President Roose- 
velt’s night speech before Congress 
was that the president had put over 
a smart piece of showmanship. Re- 
publicans freely admitted they were 
caught sound asleep. Even Demo- 
eratic chieftains krew nothing of 
the president's plan since the two 
networks had been quietly ap- 
proached and all details set before 
politic.1 lieutenants in congress 
knew about it. In fact the first word 
to reacl. some congressional leaders 
was when representatives of the 
networks, anxious to map out de- 
tails, came to perfect broadcast ar- 
rangements, 

Political tempest about sensa- 
tional use of radio to carry the an- 
nual message to Congress into the 
homes of the nation Friday night 
petered out quickly last week when 
Republican critics abandoned their 
attempts to gain equal gratis op- 
portunities for airing anti-New Deal 
propaganda. Except for a partisan 
blast from Chairman Henry P. Flet- 
cher and a futile effort to embarrass 
the networks, only private grum- 
bling was done. 

Angle which attracted most at- 


, tention from a radio point of view 


was the replies given the Republi- 
cans by both national networks 
when Fletcher demanded a compar- 
able opportunity to air the G. O. P. 
side of the argument. Lecture 
handed Fletcher by . William 5S. 
Paley was a major surprise, 
etspecially since NBC sought to duck 
the issue by promising Republican 
spokesmen broadcasting privileges 
from ‘time to time.’ Federal Com- 
munications Commission followed a 








strict hands-off policy, with mem- 
bers declining to meddle in the po- 
litical ramifications until a formal 
protest is submitted. Paley’s ex- 
planation was that CBS ‘will con- 
tinue to distinguish between the of- 
fice of President and the Govern- 
ment, on the one hand, and the 
political parties. and their candi- 
dates on’ the other.’ Paley pointed 
out that ‘Columbia has always ac- 
ceded to requests for time to be 
used by the President in addressing 
the people of the United States.’ 

Regarding the legal aspects of 
Paley’s refusal, opinion in Washing- 
ton felt the Columbia head was-on

Thesis on Showmanship 
Charlotte, N. C. 

Like electricity or the common 
cold, ‘showmanship’ is more easily 
recognized by specific instances of 
its functions than by a general de- 
scription of its nature. Appears cer- 
tain, however, that the seeker of an 
overall definition for ‘showmanship’ 
can best content himself with the 
concept that showmanship is the 
utilization of common human inter- 
ests to the special advantage of the 
showman who caters to them.

The eve of the Warner Bros.- 
American Society of Composers, 
Authors & Publishers schism 


brought the issues out into the pub- 
lic as the dailies sought to clarify 
this discord in Tin Pan Alley and 
its relation to the public. The WB 
statement that its music publishing 
properties—Harms, Inc., T. B. 
Harms, Witmarks, Remicks, New

|; years, was challenged by some of 
ithe name composers. 
| Thus the issues for the moment 
lare in the nature of claim and coun- 
terclaim. ‘Warners avers that it 
controls the copyrights and all 
their sundry licensings of the works 
of Gershwin, Coward, Cole Porter, 
| Romberg, Herbert, Frimil, Youmans, 
|} Schwartz, Dubin-Warren, Kern, et 
al., while some of these writers 
| dispute it. 
Chappell & Co., successor to 
| Chappell- Harms, and not under WB 
| control, avers that through its pres- 
ent ownership of the works of 
;Cole Porter, Noel Coward, George 
|Gershwin and others, the American 
| Society has the same jurisdiction as 
heretofore. Much was made in the 
| dailies of the likelihood that Paul 
Whiteman’'s theme composition, 
i‘Rhapsody in Blue’ (Gershwin) 
| would be deprived him, but Gersh- 
win through control of his own 
company denied it. 

Rights Reserved? 

ASCAP statements aver that cer- 
tain name composers have for some 
time past reserved all the perform- 
ing rights to themselves, and thus, 
as members of the Society, they are 
still in position to barter for music 
performance rights via ASCAP, re- 
gardless of any WB copyright 
ownership imprint. 

Specific instances ave the T. B. 
Harms Co.'s release of Billy Rose’s 








‘Jumbo’ music (Rodgers and Hart) 
and the new White's ‘Scandals’ 
songs (Yellen-Henderson) even 


though Harms is a WB subsid. A 


form letter has gone out advising 
against the non-restriction of both 
jthese scores.

York was midnight for all of radio 
in America. Meantime, during the 
New Year’s Eve hecticism when 
marathons of phonograph record- 
ings were on the air from divers 
parts of the country, there were re- 
peated interruptions with an- 
nouncements that ‘this being a 
copyright restricted number’ it was 
summarily halted when discovered 
as coming under the WB embargo.

Apart from the general newspaper 
indications of bigger and better New 


Year's celebrations in New York on) 
the eve of 1936, there were sundry | 


sidelights to the situation which 
may cause the ni‘ery entrepreneurs 


to revise their ideas of holiday cat- | 


ering for 1937. While the crowds 
were bigger, spirits jollier and bank- 
rolls freer, there were distinct mani- 
festations of what the public pre- 
fers, and also how many different 
types of publics there are. 

The mass floor show cabaret-res- 
taurants like the French Casino, 
Paradise and Hollywood did land- 
office business and probably each 
averaged a gross take of $25,000 
for New Year's Eve. On.the other 
hand business at the once haughty 
Central Park Casino was brutal and 
some of the ultra-fashionable hos- 
telries like the Ambassador didn’t 
fare so well. Spots that were deemed 
a cinch to sell out didn’t quite, al- 
though doing well. 

There was a distinct wandering 
habit noticeable this year. The 
fashionable bars did a big business 
from wanderers in and out. This 
explained the paucity of advance 
reservations in some of the spots 
which were at first a bit worried 
but eventually emerged with a sat- 
isfactory financial batting average 
for the evening. Too many people 
started first at house parties and 
then decided to take their chances 
at this or that place. Result was 
that smart nitery like El Morocco, 
with its $12.50 supper couvert, had 
to put up a $5 bar-room couvert to 
maintain a semblance of order. This 
spot was jam-packed at 8 a. m. 
Wednesday morning and didn't call 
it a ‘night’ until 10 a. m. that day. 


Mostly Late 


Contrariwise, there were equally 
smart spots which were finished 
with New Year’s celebrations as 
early as 2 a. m., but in the main it 
was an all-night bunch which taxed 
the kitchens for 5 and 6 a. m. ham- 
and-eggs, this being part of the cat- 
ering arrangements. 

The Mayfair and 60 Club (Hotel 
Pierre) type of patronage which 
started first there, and then mi- 
grated into the smart niteries where 
they are regulars, were well taken 
care of by the hosts who manifested 
extraordinary wisdom to preserve 
good-will from their regular cus- 
tomers, regardless of the New Year’s 
Eve feverish Big Take. In these 
spots business was commensurately 
thriving and generally satisfactory. 
Others which operated on the prin- 
ciple of taking the peasants big and 
quick somehow didn’t average up so 


- well, 


Headwaiters and captains were 
extremely respectful of their known 
patrons and privileged them accord- 
ingly. These catering lieutenants 
at almost every spot likewise ob- 
served that while the b. r. was gen- 
erous and the mood gayer and freer, 
there was consistently better order 
and conservatism. It all resolved 
itself down to the findings that 
people were holding their liquor 
better; or, rather, that they drank 
more intelligently, matching vint- 
age and highball and cordial with 
the proper food courses, so that 
there was less physical distress at 
the end of the whoopee evening. 

The late smart spots like the Tro- 
cadero salvaged themselves from the 
wandering bunch after a slow start. 
On the other hand the Mantmartre 
(Beatrice Lillie) was very Nght. 
Stork was so-so but bar biz was 
bullish. House of Morgan (Sophie 
Tucker), Versailles (Richman),

Best in 6 Years 
Chicago, Jan. 7. 

It was the biggest New Year's 
Eve in six years for Chicago and 
the midwest. There was more 
money spent in 12 amusement hours 
at the hotels, cafes and theatres 
than any 12 hours in the midwest 
since the hey-hey days of 1929. 
There were more people seeking 
entertainment and ready to pay for 
it. It was, perhaps, ‘the dawn of 
a new era’ with better drinking, 
more genuine fun and less rowdy- 
ism than usual for Chicago. There 
was less confetti and less gun- 
shooting but more singing and 
more ‘auld lang syne.’ 

Hotels and cafes both in the loop 
and in the far stretches of the town’s 
neighborhoods welcomed New Year's 
Eve with complete capacity, and 
with the floors jammed with the 
tiniest tables procurable and with 
parties of six stuffed around a 2x2 
table. And for these squeeze-ins 
the charges ranged from $1 to $12.50 
per plate or cover charge. Those 
tiny spots with no plate dinner 
available and which charged $1 or 
$2 for the privilege of entering and 
trying to dance on the postage 
stamp floors demarded that this 
buck or two-buck minimum charge 
be consumed only in drinks. Food 
cost extra and could not be counted 
in on the flat table space charge. 

More than 30,000 reservations for 
table space were made in the city 
and it is generally estimated that 
the New Year’s Eve celebration 
from the standpoint of money and 
reservations was approximately 40- 
50% greater in take than the year 
previous.

Sky- Riders 

Every downtown theatre, vaudfilm, 
legit and picture sold olit for the New 
Year's evening shows and those with 
reserved seats were completely sold 
out days before the night of Dec. 31. 
All houses hiked their prices and 
got it. RKO Palace, regularly 65c 
for its night show, got $2.20 for re- 
served seats for its two midnight 
shows; the Chicago jumped from 
Tic to 99c, the Oriental from 40c to 
75c, the Woods from 25c to 40c, the 


Garrick from 55c to 75c. But these 
prices didn’t scare anybody. They 
stood in line for hours. The Pai- 


ace grossed nearly $10,000 in its two 
shows; it ordinarily grossed around 
$17,000 for a full week’s run. 

At the hotels joy and coin was un- 
confined. Bigger hostelries had 
three and four rooms going and ca- 
pacity in each one. And with all 
the rooms with different bands and 
entertainment, the hotels with the 
exception of the top cafes, did the 
real gross business of the town since 
theirs rooms can hold from 500 to 
1,000 people apiece and that adds up 
to sensational mazuma when multi- 
plied by $10 or $12.

Minneapolis, Jan. 7. 

Aided by improved general con- 
ditions and the .mildest New Year’s 
eve weather within memory, local 
niteries, hotels and other drinking 
emporiums smashed through on this 
second anniversary of repeal to 
their biggest biz since 1928-29. 
There was a record number of fire- 
water establishments to cater to the 
most celebrants in the city’s history, 
but considerably less coin was 
spent in toto than in the boom days. 

Cover, or admission, charges of 
$2.75 per person were in effect only 
in two leading hotels. Otherwise 
the tariffs, ranging from $1.50 to 
$5.25, included dinner, entertain- 
ment, dancing and maybe a drink. 
Some establishments had minimums 
ranging from $1.60 to $2 and not a 
few, including one of the best pat- 
ronized and biggest spots, main- 
tained no admission charge or 
minimum. Several advertised re- 
duced beverage prices while none 
boosted the ante on drinks, whiskies 
and highballs, etc., going for 25 to 
75c and champagne for $7 a fifth, 
with little of the fizz water sold. 

Here in these sticks for $5.25 per 
person, including tax, one could en- 
joy at the largest and most elabo- 
rate night club, the Cocoanut 
Grove, a seven-course dinner, a pint 
of domestic champagne, floor show 
entertainment, favors and dancing. 
Other drinks ordered were paid for, 
of course, beer listing at a dime a 
glass and hard liquors and high- 
balls at 25c and upward, Even in 
this place, swanky for Minneapolis, 
a surprising amount of beer was 
consumed, With an 800 seating ca- 
pacity the establishment grossed 
around $10,000. In addition to the 
table guests transient throngs cun- 
tinuously milled around a large cir- 
cular bar, 

Hotel Radisson Flame Room 
grossed second best. The take here 
from 800 patrons was estimated at 
$6,000. 

A dozen or more establishments 
had floor shows comprising any- 
where from one to seven acts. Four 
splurged with lines of girls. Many

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Period costuming is featured, very 
little flesh is displayed, and the en- 
tire atmosphere is lavish without a 
vestige of tinsel tawcriness. 

To the eye it is already a good 
show. To the ear, however, it is 
safe to rate. it at the present time 
as 24th out of the 24 Ziegfeld Follies 
which hav> been staged since the 
first production in 1907. Score has 
no sparkle, but the real problem is 
lack of material. 

Cohesion and speeding up will be 
a simple problem during Boston's 
two weeks of public dress rehearsals, 
but the problem of imaginative 
material, particularly keen comedy, 
can be met only by drastic steps. 

Fannie Brice is doing wonders 
with the little she has been given. 
Her most effective number is based 
on ‘My Man’ and its flock of com- 
panion ballads and is entitled ‘He 
Hasn’t a Thing—Except Moe.’ She 
is doing another ‘Baby Snooks,’ this 
time as a Hollywood wonder child, 
a burlesque on Ruby Keeler, a dance 
travesty, and a number called ‘Mod- 
ernistic Moe,’ written by Billy Rose 
and Ira Gershwin, 

Harriet Hocter is turning in a 
specialty billed as ‘Night Flight,’ 
which may develop into the best 
ballet she has ever done. It is a 
dimly lighted symbollic dance, al- 
most ethereal in its daintiness, 
against the grim wreckage of a 
crashed airplane on a mountainside 
at dawn, 

Josephine Baker has two exotic 
numbers, one a. piatform hotcha 
and the other a weird living room 
dream ia which a half dozen masked 
men work out a ghostly routine 
that, fortunately, doesn’t go adagio. 
Her singing is completely lost, espe- 
cially in the huge Boston Opera 
House, 

3ob Hope has been loaded with 
most of the routine of sketches and 
fill-in patter, some of his material 
being hopeless and the balance be- 
ing stretched so thin that it goes 
flat. 

Gertrude Niesen carries most-of 
the song load, and while this Variety 
mug is no dressmaker, he still be- 
lieves that somebody didn’t give Miss 
Niesen a break in costuming. One 
gown makes her look as if she is 
walking on her knees. 

Show has two sock spots, one the 
Nicholas Brothers, two young col- 
ored dancers, and one Duke McHale 
and the Preisser Sisters in a similar 
acrobatic dancing routine. Both 
acts are spotted directly following 

_@ach other. It was that kind of an 
opening night—and it is that kind 

of a show. 4 

Sketches are the outstanding 
weakness of the new Follies. One 
real howl is a screen flash travesty 
on announcements Of feature films. 
This trailer, possibly reminiscent of 
‘Boy Meets Girl,’ goaled the audi- 
ence, announcing that the pjcture 
was ‘more private than ‘Private 
Lives,’ more public tham’ ‘Public 
Enemy,’ littler than ‘Little Women’ 
and bigger than “The Big Broad- 
cast.’ Laborious stage comedy that 
creaked along after the screen trail- 
er falls fiat, however. 

Another sketch that has possi- 
bilities is a satire on Major Bowes, 
which unfortunately is based. on 
Bowes being a welcher. Judging 
from the lobby chatter, it is O.K, 
these days to harpoon Hoover, razz 
Roosevelt and crucify Congress, but 
belittling the Major is a calamity. 
Laying off Bowes and building up 
the amateur commercialization com- 
edy should make this sketch the 
backbone of the entire show, espe- 
cially if some new talent is spotted 
in the routine. 

‘Tobacco Road’ as a travesty is 
built around its failure to win the 





George M. Cohan returns to his 
own literary backyard after a couple 
of years in O'Neill's ‘Wilderness’ 
and outfits himself in ‘Dear Old 
Darling,’ a modest little comedy 
Which should have little or no 
trouble achieving moderate success. 
The Cohan name alone would see to 
that but the actor-manager-author 
fortifies himself additionally with a 
helpful script. 

Won't be another ‘Ah, Wilder- 
ness,’ but it’s a better piece of 
property than Cohan’s last, ‘Pigeons 


and People.’ His chief task is getting 


about half an hour sheared out of it, 
but that won't be too hard. Opening 
night curtain didn’t ring down until 
around 11:30 and only a Cohan 
could have kept ’em from getting 
restless at a straight play that long. 
Lags principally in the second scene 
of the first act, with the second 
stanza by far the best and not a let- 
up until a few minutes before the 
end, Finish could be hopped up a 
bit for a livelier punch. As _ is, 
there’s too much explanation and 
counter-explanation and the de- 
nouement doesn't warrant such an 
extensive preamble, particularly 
since the audience is in on every- 
thing by that time. 

Play, to borrow a phrase from 
Cohan himself, is about a wealthy, 
middle-aged bachelor with the heart 
and soul of a song-and-dance man. 
Engaged to a widow, he goes off to 
Europe and there is pursued by an 
impetuous pretty three times his 
junior. Action opens upon his re- 
turn, when his fiancee learns that 
the kiddie is still on his trail. He 
tries to explain that he never 
touched the gal, that she and not he 
is the pursuer, and that he'd like to 
wring the young squirt’s neck, but 
the wife-to-be won't listen and 
walks out on him. Even his best 
friend isn’t up to believing in his 
complete innocence. 

Gal's mother asks him to stay 
away; he tries to make her believe 
in his innocence, too, but she rakes 
him over the coals and insists that 
her husband is on his way back 
from Arizona to take care of him. 
He calls in police for protection but, 
instead of giving him that, they 
lecture him and infe. that he should 
stay away from youngsters. Sur- 
prise comes at this point when it's 
revealed that thé gal, her supposed 
ma, fiance and all the rest of ’em 
are a shakedown gang priming 
Cohan for a $100,000 take. They ring 
in a detective phoney, a fake gover- 
ness and a few others and are all 
set for the clip when police walk in. 

Tempo of the piece spurts at the 
beginning of the last act and both 
laughs and excitement pile up. 

Basically flimsy, ‘Dear Old Dar- 
ling’ has been shrewdly written and 
constryicted, and Cohan plays it so 
well that the shaky plot idea never 
becomes important. Nobody can 
write for Cohan like Cohan. He 
brings out the best in himself and 
that crooked smile, cocked head and 
bantam walk do the rest. He has a 
drunk scene at the beginning that’s 


a gem and later an argumentative 
bil with the widow he’s to marry 
(Ruth Shepley) that got a _ solid 


round of applause from first-night- 
ers. Only thing missing is a song- 
and-dance but Cohan’'s 
dropped that. Doesn't need it, 
actually, but then it wouldn’t hurt. 
Never does for George M. 

Joseph Sweeney, who was cheered 
for his Broadway chore not so long 
ago in ‘Slight Case of Murder,’ plays 
the shakedown sleuth well but, 
whether it’s in the writing or acting, 
the role doesn’t come off as Cohan 
no doubt intended. It’s confused. 
Femme lea@ is played by Marian 
Shockléy, Wampas Baby Star in

‘Pride and Prejudice’ is an old- 
fashioned, artificial English comedy; 
‘Ethan Frome’ is forthright back-to- 
the-soil realism with tragic under- 
tones. Neither type is supposed to 
be box-office; yet ‘Pride and Preju- 
dice’ swept all its handicaps before 
it and they were, by and large, 
greater than those presented by 
‘Ethan Frome.’ 

New play shapes up as the best 
folk (or rural, as they used to call 
it) drama of its kind since Owen 
Davis (one of the adaptors here) 
wrote ‘The Detour’ and_= since 
Eugene O'Neill was represented by 
‘Beyond the Horizon.’ It makes no 
concessions to hoke; it cleaves to 
its intrinsically tragic purpose and— 
most imporiant—it manages all the 
while to maintain a high standard 
of dramatic power. 

Work must be done, both in short- 
ening and sharpening and it must 
be done very delicately. ‘Ethan 
Frome’ is not the usual kind of 
theatrical fare. A certain number 
of minutes out, or a change of a 
certain sceng to achieve dramatic 
balance—these are remedies . often 
advanced but they don’t apply here. 
‘Ethan Frome’ isn’t any kind of a 
sure bet as a Broadway smash (al- 
though it can be one) but it deserves 
to stand on its own as a play with 
guts, insight and command. 

Plot? There isn’t much, Ethan 
Frome, married for years to a hypo- 
chondriac wife and living on a lone- 
some farm in northern New Eng- 
land, falls desperately for the young 
girl, a cousin of hers, whom his wife 
brings there as maid of all work. 
Growth of the infatuation is shown, 
but there-is no indication or even 
suggestion of an affair. Wife be- 
lieves so, however, and orders the 
girl away. On that night, the girl 
and husband, desperate, admit their 
love and then decide on what they 
believe will be a double-suicide. 
Their course is a bob-sled ride down 
a hillside with a black éim at the 
bottom, 

End of the show is an epilog, 
20 years later, showing the husband 
and the gal, both cripples (from tne 
sled-party) being taken care of by 
the hypochondriac wife. It’s a bit- 
ter finale, but quite just and legiti- 
mate, 

Owen Davis and his son have 
done a grand job on the dramatic 
version; McClintic has done a re- 
markable one on the staging. There 
are twelve scenes, including prolog 
and epilog, and several of them may 
not be considered as advancing the 
action or maintaining the dramatic 
sequence, yet many of those other- 
wise irrevelant scenes (especially 
in the first act) help very positively 
in building up the stark and un- 
compromising atmosphere of the 
play. For pace and timing and for 
effective arrangement of the few 
set scenes, McClintic deserves the

It could be compared and con- 
trasted with ‘Tobacco Road,’ in that 
it smacks of authenticity and pre- 
sents a fine portrait of a typical seg- 
ment of American rural life, although 
the respective characters are clean 
in one play and foul in the other. 

Jean Adair, mother of a sizeable 
mid-west farm family, is the stan- 


chion of the Zanhisers, and around 
her rages the maelstrom of disas- 


trous circumstances. The drought 
roasts the farm, its crops and cattle 
until the final curtain. Tooteboy, 
one of the sons, has graduated from 
a university and returns with very 
red ideas, flamed by two agitators 
from San Francisco. Fred, the other 
son, is married and lives on the 
farm with his wife, Hilda, a gal 
from Detroit, who can’t quite blend 
with the static farm existence. This 
supplies a secondary plot, finally 
solved by Hilda and her husband 
leaving together for a new start in 
Detroit. 

As if the drought were not trouble 
enough, the Zanhisers are faced with 
a hellish problem in their red-mind- 
ed son's agitation among farmhands 
of the district. Not only does he 
incite field workers to strike against 
‘capitalistic’ farmers (including his 
own father), but he rouses_ the 
townspeople into a necktie party 
featuring himself and his two 
cronies from out of town. Capital- 
istic-communistic theme is handled 
cleverly and plausibly all the way.

That early crim had been com- 
mitted in the same sort of trance, 
and had since become completely 
forgotten, tucked away in some out- 
of-the-wav corner of his mind. Now 
the second crime makes him recall 
it, and he suddenly finds himself 
thinking. 

The idea then strikes Romeo that 
just anyone may have these trances 
and lapses of conscience; he begins 
suspecting his own perfectly inno- 
cent wife; making veiled remarks 
about crimes committed in all inno- 
cence; making pointed remarks 
toward Ginevra, and being generally 
just a bit morose and not too good 
company. His wife, who has the 
proper share of feminine intuition, 
guesses what the matter is, and 
Ginevra, who has the feminine urge 
to believe in something, has con- 
vineced herself firmly that the sin 
doese't count as a sin, because she 
and Romeo @idn’t think of it as such 
when doing it.

Her hero is Tor Wyatt, who turns 
Socialist when the factory in which 
he has been employed cleses down. 
He leads his band of hungry work- 
men to London, where he contacts 
the Soviet agents and for a sup- 
posed murder is compelled to flee 
to Russia, where he learns the real 
facts of the workers’ party. 

The book lies almost in the horror 
class, yet it proves good literary en- 
tertainment and suggests picture 
possibilities if the matter is han- 
dled delicately.

At a recent meeting of those in- 
terested in the American Circus 
Corporation at the offices in New 


York of the Ringlings who control 
the holding company, it was decided 


not to tour the Hagenbeck- Wallace 
show next season. From present in-

outfits under Ringling control on 
tour. the Ringling-Barnum and 
Bailey show and the Al G Barnes 
circus. 





When John Ringling arranged the 
deal whereby he and associates took 
over five circuses in 1929 the basic 
idea was to eliminate competition. 
The American group was controlled 
by the Muggavan-Bowers group and 
included the H-B show, Sells-Floto, 
Barnes, Sparks and John Robinson. 
All were actively showing and in 
addition the titles also acquired 
were ‘Buffalo Bill’ which was hooked 
onto the Floto label, Gollmar Bros. 

One by one 
the active shows were yanked, the 
deal being unlucky because com- 
ing at the start of the depression. 

Competition a Factor 

Competition also appears to be 
one factor that resulted in the plan 
to shelve the H-B outfit.
